1. What was / has been your occupation before entering politics?

2. Do you live in the riding and, if so, how long has it been your home? 

I live in Hull-Aylmer, and I have since I was born. 

3. What has been your main involvement with your community outside of work (volunteer 
activities, etc.)? 

I've participated in several community musical productions for Philemon-Wright High School. I 
love to sing and you can find me at local karaoke bars. 

4. In your life what event, or book, or speech, or song or even TV show has made the 
biggest impression on you and your political thinking? Why? 

The election of Justin Trudeau in 2015. At the time I supported Trudeau. In particular I 
appreciated his promise to run just 3 modest deficits because it sounded sincere to me, his 
position on Marijuana, and his call for electoral reform.
